Dog's 
lawyer 
predicts 
vindication

A little more than a month ago, 
when selectmen voted 3-2 to banish 
7-year-old Winston, a German 
Shepherd belonging to James and 
Susan Piro of Floradale Avenue, 
the Piro’s lawyer, Stephen Wise, 
promised he would take the case to 
court and all but assured a victory 
for Winston and the Piros. 

Monday night it was announced 
that selectmen. at the recommenda- 
tion of Town counsel Alan Altman, 
will rehear the case March 11. 

Altman, in a report to selectmen 
involving, among others, the “dan- 
gerous dog hearing,” called the 
first hearing a “preliminary hear- 
ing” and said that the board would 
hear “additional testimony.” 

After the meeting, Allan said 
essentially the same thing - that the 
board had not heard all the testi- 
mony nor reviewed all documenta- 
tion, some of which was not avail- 
able at the time of the first hearing. 
When asked, she said the initial 
outcome was not in question. 

“I don't think [the vote’s] an 
issue,” Allan stated, 

What is at issue is the Superior 
Court case that will likely follow. 
Wise said he will probably sub- 
poena the board if and when it 
comes to that. After the first hear- 
ing. held Jan. 22, Wise, who 
specializes in animal rights cases, 
said he has never lost a case but 
loses 99 percent of local hearings. 

After his report to selectmen 
Monday, Altman said that “on the 
basis of review of the matter, the 
matter should be reheard,” a state- 
ment he thereafter translated by 
saying “we want the best case avail- 
able in the event we have to go to 
court.” Basically, as Altman said, 
the town is rehearing the case to 
strengthen the facts and thus the 
town's case if it is brought to court. 

Allan hinted that the board 
would be well served to strengthen 
its own position in voting to banish 
Winston. Selectmen Michael Mc- 
Coy and Robert Cain voted against 
the action. Both said they felt that 
to banish the dog would only serve 
to create a problem for another 
community. 

Based on that. McCoy moved 
that the dog be destroyed, a motion 
that died for lack of a second. Cain 
said he wanted to wait for a ruling 
from Altman on the legality of 
banishing a dog from town. 

The dog got loose from his 
fenced-in backyard last September 
and bit 4-year-old Allen Browning 
on the thigh, causing a puncture 
wound. Approximately four years 
earlier, Winston bit a woman on 
the leg, causing a similar wound. 
Both wounds were treated with 


bandages. at Winchester Family 


Medical Center. 

The rehearing was originally to 
be heard at Monday night's meet- 
ing. However, Wise was out of 
state and asked that it be continued 
to March 11, an action Altman said 
he recommended “out of fairness.” 

At the Feb. 22 hearing, Wise 
played the role of courtroom taw- 
yer, a tactic which seemed to rub 
the board. whose public hearings 
are usually far less formal, the 
wrong way. Next Monday, Altman 
will be present but Allan said the 
hearing will proceed similarly to 
the first one.

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Plan gets 
committee

The committee ‘is set, now all 
that’s needed is a plan, and there's 
even a good head start on that. 

Monday night, the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen voted unani- 
mously to appoint 48 residents to 
the master plan advisory commit- 
tee. The committee is charged with 
creating a master plan for the 
town. A date for the committee's 
first meeting has not yet been set. 

If it sounds as if all of this has 
progressed swiftly, it hasn’t. In 
fact, it could be argued that the 
creation of a master plan has been 
in the works for more than 30 
years, when the Wilmington chap- 
ter of the League of Women Voters 
first took it upon themselves to 
have a plan drafted. 

Planning consultant Charles W. 
Eliot did the original honors in 
1970, but the plan was never used 
to its full potential. 

The current effort to revitalize 
and capitalize on such a plan picked 
up steam last August, when Select- 
men Chairman Diane Allan intro- 
duced discussion at a board meeting 
to form a committee. The planning 
board was called in and suggested 
that many other town boards, as 
well as the League, the chamber of 
commerce and citizens-at-large be 
involved 
~ From there, selectmen and the 
planning board got together with 
Town Manager Michael Caira and 
mapped out how the committee 
would be selected, and how it 
would proceed in drafting a new 
master plan. 

The main decisions at that meet- 
ing were that the committee would 
be as all-inclusive as possible and 
that, at the urging of Caira and 
others, Eliot's plan would be used 
as a definite starting point. 

Monday, with a few last minute 
additions, the list for the committee 
was set as follows:

Funds available for Title 


Senator Bruce Tarr (R- 
Gloucester) said that $7.5 million in 
funds are available through the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection's (DEP) non-point 
source pollution fund for Title V 
upgrades. Areas within a 
municipality that are a significant 
source of septage pollution may be 
eligible for up to 25 percent of the 
total grant funds. 

Essentially, eligibility for the 


non-point source funds is based 
upon two criteria. First,there must 
not be any potential for a sewer to 
be constructed in the area targeted 
for funding. Second. eligibility for 
funding from DEP is limited to 
specific geographic areas with 
significant septage pollution 
problems. Assuming these two 
criteria. are met, a_ given 
municipality may be eligible to 
receive up to $1.88 million for

Asbestos tongue is strictly 
optional equipment, but...

A legend of the American South- 
west tells of a small creek that ran 
from the Arizona Territories, into 
what is now New Mexico and then 
flowed through the state of Texas. 

People from all walks of life and 
cultures, from cowboys to Apaches 
to Mexicans, met along the creek 
and shared their stories and foods. 
The popular "Tex-Mex" food style 
supposedly started in those humble 
gatherings along Coyote Creek. 

Part of that creek now flows (fig- 
uratively) through Tewksbury, at 
the Coyote Creek Restaurant and 
Watering Hole, in'the MGM Plaza 
on Main Street. The motto is "Food 
& Spirits to Soothe the Hunger” and 
they offer both in abundance. 

But if it's culinary adventure you 
seek rather than soothing, Coyote 
Creek can light up your mouth. 

Literally. 

The appetizer list includes Chili 
Nightmare. spicy enough to bring a 
glistening of sweat to a cowpoke's 
brow, and jalapefio peppers filled 
with cheese and deep-fried, known 
as Rattlesnake Bites. 

All diners are treated to a bowl of 
complimentary salsa (very mild) 
with corn chips. For the daring. 
ask for a bottle of the “El Nitro” 
hot sauce to give the salsa a zing, 
but only if your tongue is made of 
asbestos. One drop of the hot green 
potion is enough. One. Two drops 


borders on suicide, and three drops 
of El Nitro in a bow! of the salsa 
requires a permit from the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 


One terrific appetizer at Coyote 


Creek is the Texas Rose. This dish 
sees a large. sweet onion cut with a 
special machine. then soaked over- 
night in ice water to let the onion 
open up, chef Vin Frulla said. The 
sliced onion is then given a special 
coating and deep- fried. The res 
s up a plate and looks like a 

chrysanthemum, ten inches across! 
Simply peel off the onion slices and 
enjoy, or try dipping the onion 
slices in the “chili ranch” dressing 
in the center of the "rose," 

Portions are huge, so go gently on 
the appetizers. Two of us shared a 
Texas Rose, and we ate only half of 
it before we were stuffed. 

A house specialty at Coyote Creek 
is their "Down Home Texas BBQ.” 
Beef, pork and sausage are smoked 
“slow and low" over a mix of apple 
and hickory wood, and combos are 
offered to sample them all. Chicken 
dishes are also on the BBQ menu. 

Entrees "From the Bayou” lean 
toward the spicy, and their Mexican 
line-up includes fajitas, soft tacos, 
chimichangas and "Mexican pizza" 
-- a crisp flour tortilla topped with 
a choice of chicken, shrimp, beef, 
chili or "pulled pork,” with grilled 
vegetables and two cheeses.

Inmates paint Trahan School 


Middlesex County Sheriff Brad

The Trahan School project is part 
of a continuing effort by Sheriff 


Bailey to put eligible inmates to 
work. Under Sheriff Bailey. the 
Community Work Project has been 
expanded to meet the growing needs 
of the 54 communities that comprise 
Middlesex County. This program is 
designed to send minimum security 
inmates into the communities 
throughout the county to perform 
various low level services at no cost 
to the municipality. The community 
Work Program has _ been 
enormously successful. On average, 
the Sheriff's Department has saved 
the participating cities and towns in 
Middlesex County a total of over 
$750,000 per year.

Like many recent college 
luates, Tewksbury’s Greg Col- 
fumbus starts his day bright and 
“early and works long hours for low 
pay. Unlike most, he is doing it in 
“Bolivia, an economically poor 
country in South America, for a 
* monthly salary that most wouldn't 
even consider on a weekly basis. 

Columbus joined the Peace 

“Corps. The toughest job you'll 
pever love? You better believe it. 

A 1991 graduate of Tewksbury 
Memorial High School who earned 
a bachelor’s degree last May from 
Bentley College's business manage- 
ment honors program, Columbus at 
first struggled with his decision to 

sjoin. 

For three years while in college 
he had worked as a supervisor with 
city youth in the Lowell Summer 
Program and spent a semester on 
an internship working with the 
homeless. During this time, Col- 
umbus was also appointed by Low- 

*ell City Councillor Steve Gendron 

‘to be the first director of the Spin- 

* {dle City Corps. While working in 

ELowell, he had the occasion to meet 

“two former Peace Corps volun- 
teers, one of which was former 
U.S. Senator Paul Tsongas. These 
meetings, coupled with Columbus’ 
charitable work, inspired him to 
call a Peace Corps recruiter when 
he saw a poster-at school soliciting 
volunteers. 

But even as several interviews 
with a recruiter progressed well 
(Columbus would eventually be 
recommended) self-doubts and the 
concerns of family and friends 
were holding Columbus back. In 
the end, he followed his heart, and 
his heart led him to the people of 
Oruro. Bolivia. His only sacrifice 


has been missing those family 
members and friends, 

“I felt 1 wanted to make a dif- 
ference and give something back to 
others who have been less fortu- 
nate,” Columbus said. 

What he gives is a lot. 

After choosing South America 
for his region (he had studied 
Spanish in high school and college), 
Columbus was assigned to Bolivia 
and underwent 12 weeks of rigo- 
rous training in Cochabama. Boli- 
via, where the poverty he would be 
living and working amidst first 
took on real meaning. The host 
family he was assigned to provided 
Columbus with his own room in a 
home that featured electricity and 
(cold) running water. He counted 
himself lucky. 

“Living here is like nothing I 
have ever seen,” Columbus said. 
“We don’t realize how lucky we 
are in the U.S. We have no idea 
how the rest of the world lives.” 

On Sept. 22, 1995, Columbus 
was sworn in for a two-year tour 
as a Peace Corps volunteer and left 
for Oruro. 

Though humbled by the condi- 
tions he encountered, Columbus’ 
job is not based on charity. He is 
applying his training and expertise 
to help make the people of this city 
self-sufficient. His background in 
business management and his work 
with youth in Lowell led to Colum- 
bus’ assignment to manage a bakery 
that sustains a boys’ orphanage. He 
is there at 6 o'clock every morning 
working with the boys, teaching 
them how to run the business, until 
7 p.m. 

But his work far transcends that 
of the business world. A varsity 
soccer player at Tewksbury High, 


Greg Columbus, of Tewksbury, is currently enjoying a two-year tour with 


the Peace Corps in Bolivia. 


Columbus has started a team for 
the orphanage boys. He also offers 
them career development guidance 
as a way of escaping the poverty 
they are raised in. In addition, he 
teaches English two nights a week 
to city adults and is working with a 
woman's group to market and ex- 
port blankets and baby carriers 
made by the group. 

Though the work is long and 
hard and never done. the rewards

Despite the poverty, Columbus 
has fallen in love with the land, its 
colorful people and their un- 
quenchable zest for life. Their’s is 
a culture full of celebration, festi- 
vals and sincere gratitude for as lit- 
tle as a piece of bread. 

At the bakery, Columbus is in 
fact sometimes forced to limit what 
he sells his regular customers in 
order to feed the hungry. 

In so many ways, Columbus’ 
post-college path has differed from 
that of his classmates: When his

The Town of Wilmington could 
have in its midst an Olympic-bound 
runner who will compete against the 
best in the world someday. As of 
this weekend, Greg Young, a senior 


at Wilmington High School, showed 


that he is, for now, the best in the 
nation for high schoolers in his 
event. 

In the boys and girls Class D 
indoor track championships held in 
Roxbury on Saturday, Young made 
his mark on the country's track 
world. He not only breezed through 
with a first place in the 600-meter 
run in his class, but he set a 12-year 
old meet record with his time of 
1:11.45. Oh yeah, that time was 
good for third best all-time ever in 
New England and most importantly 
the best time right now in the 
country for this winter track season. 

"I never expected it. I previously 
had a 1:12.4 and I knew the old 
record was 1:11.99 - all I wanted to 
do was to get at 1:11.98.

“My ultimate goal is to get at or 
under 1:10. I will be running in the 
800 in the Nationals and I haven't 
run in that all year and I'm already 
rated in the top five in the country - 
1 want to finish in the top three to be 
an All-American.” said Young, who 
has narrowed his college choices 
down to either Villanova, Rice or 
Georgetown. 
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While this paper is being printed, 
the Wilmington High School girls 
basketball team will be making their 
first round appearance in the 
division three (not two stated last 
week) state tournament when they 
travel to and play Marblehead at 
their respective high school.

I could've 
used the money for winning again. 

But, it’s that time again. 

.We had a pretty good year for ice 

* on the ponds, but nothing good ever 
lasts. The ice is fading. 

‘There's still enough of an ice pack 
{@ support an angler on many but 
not all ponds, but I thinks it's fool- 
hardy to set foot on the ice now. 

But take it to the bank, die-hards 
will be fishing for trout through the 
ice on Walden and other ponds over 
the next few weeks. Guaranteed. 
I've heard people tell about having 
to jump across open water to get up 
onto the ice pack. Madness. 

One interesting type of fishing is 
now coming into its own. River ice 
is clearing up, leaving lots of open 
water for early-season anglers even 
as the ponds remain covered. 

And not only do the rivers offer 
open water for the daring angler, 
but the pike family will begin their 
Spawning season soon. 

Pike and pickerel, both of which 
are available in local waters, feed 
heavily during the winter. That's 
why you can catch pickerel all day 
through the ice, but you'll hardly 
catch a one on the same pond in the 
middle of summer. Weird, maybe, 
but there is a reason. 

The pike family is pretty nasty at 
times. They feed primarily on fish, 
with an occasional frog or duckling 
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thrown in for spice. Their fury is 
legendary, and any angler who has 
caught a big pike knows the true 
meaning of an “adrenalin rush.” 

But fish that eat other fish don't 
always make good parents. You're 
nol going to propogate the species 
if you're gobbling up the kids the 
minute they hatch. so most fish just 
stop eating during spawning season. 

The days leading into the spawn, 
however. can see ferocious feeding 
by expectant parents. Bass will be 
spawning later, into April and May 
(depending upon water temps), but 
the pike family’ gets romantic while 
the ice is clinging to the edges. 

Pickerel and pike move into the 
shallows just as the ice is breaking 
up for their spawning. The ice on 
the pond may, or may not, be clear 
enough for fishing, but any moving 
water will clear before still water. 

Perhaps the best “pike” water in 
the area is the Concord River. Put 
in at the bridge on Route 225 on the 
Concord-Carlisle line, on the dirt 
ramp there, and there are miles of 
river to work upstream and down. 

Downstream takes you through a 
wide, slow stretch of the Concord, 
until you approach the start of the 
Lowell rapids. Do NOT try to run 
the rapids without professional help 
and the right inflatable raft. That is 
world-class whitewater, so only the 
pros should be on it! 

Upstream, the Concord narrows a 
few hundred yards beyond the boat 
ramp, but the narrow course is still 
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navigable. Watch out for rocks and 
logs. and you'll need to cast pretty 
far ahead to keep from spooking 
the fish. The channel gets narrower 
in spots after the confluence of the 
Sudbury River, and a canoe is best 
for the long haul to the legendary 
“rude bridge that arched the flood” 
in Concord and beyond. 

Any spot along the Concord may 
produce pike, and rumor has it that 
there are fish of 25 pounds and up 
on that river. I've had some hairy 
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“near misses” so I believe it! BIG! 
Once the spawn begins the pike 

stop eating, but until then the action 

will be fast and furious! Good luck!

Museum curators throughout 
the nation know his name and 
his striking sculptures elicit 
praise, admiration and have 
even made a sweet little lady 
cry.

Robert E. Shure's studio as a 
run down plumbing supply house 
opposite Woodlawn Cemetery on 
Salem Street and old timers will 
remember when Paramount 
Petticoat Co. was there in the 
early 1920's. Today most of them 
would be at a loss to explain 
what goes on inside the build- 


Step inside and Robert E. 
Shure's world opens up count- 
less possibilities and literally 
scores of plaster busts, red mod- 
eling clay works of art and even 
a horses head perched precari- 
ously on a dusty glass case. 

The man at the end of the 
corridor slowly walks around his 
partially composed Pony Ex- 
press monument and greets his 
guest while apologizing because 
the studio temperature is a little 
low this frosty Saturday morn- 


ing 

Robert E. Shure is wearing a 
grey Northeastern University 
sweatshirt with dark blue and 
maroon highlights. He is low key 
and somewhat shy and invites 
his guest to "Take a look 
around,” while he leaves for a 
few minutes and returns with an 
attache case. Skylight Studios, 
Inc. is filled with a soft, gray 
light today and like most artists' 
studios seems to hold a lifetime 
of other people's dreams in par- 
tially completed disarray. 

Holding this thought, this 
writer learned the 47 year old 
Brooklyn New York native has 
always been interested in art,

family) included some of the 
best craftsmen in the world in 
silversmithing." The artist in 
Shure seems to take on a voice 
of its own in dulcet, sure ca- 
dence. "My mother is Italian. 
My dad was Hungarian and 
Russian. My two mentors are 
Italian. We were like father and 
son." The apple didn't fall far 
from the tree, and in fact a 
whole orchard and generation of 
new grafts have produced a tra- 
ditional sculptor cast from the 
mould of world famous 
sculptors. Adio di Biccari and 
Angelo Cascieri. 
The sculptor with the dark 
thinning hair is perched 
on a swivel chair and his voice 
transcends time and space and 
echoes down the once busy cor- 
ridors of his first studio on 
Tavern Road, two blocks south 
of Huntington Avenue, Boston. 

The studio where young 
Shure created his first commis- 
sions was demolished to make 
way for educational avenues 
which swept throughout that 
once bustling artists colony. The 
Burlington resident almost 
seems mesmerized whenever he 
speaks of his mentor who taught 
an eager student the fine art of 
traditional sculpture. Tavern 
Road was home to di Baccari, 
and Cascieri and later an 
apprentice named Shure. 

The introspective Brooklyn, 
N.Y. native son says, "I had a 
studio in Boston and across the 
street was a very famous sculpt- 
ing studio owned by two world 
famous (traditional) sculptors. I 
learned the field and craft from 
them from 1974-1990. By 1989 we

The murder of a teenage girl 
in a small New England town 
may be at the heart of this film, 
but if is actually a compelling 
study of family dynamics and 
the American judicial system. 

Director Barbet Schroeder 
sets the mood with an opening 
sequence that is the most effec- 
tive in the film, as his camera 
scans a picture perfect small 
town, occasionally flashing over 
a bloody body in the snow. The 
body is that of a 16-year-old girl 
who, it turns out, may have been 
murdered by the son of the 
town’s doctor, played by Meryl 
Streep. 

Her husband, a sculptor 
played by Liam Neeson, takes 
matters into his own hands in 
order to protect their son. A 
bearish man who will not coop- 
erate with the police and who 
destroys possible evidence, his 
actions tear apart the seemingly 
solid family life he and his wife 
have built for their two children. 
Julia Weldon plays the young 
daughter whose point of view 
opens and closes the story. 

Unfortunately, Neeson’s char- 
acter is consistently overbear- 
ing. His character may be pas- 
sionate, but his performance 
swallows up everyone around 
him, especially (and surprising- 
ly) Streep. Neeson and Streep 
try to bring opposing emotional 
textures to the story as each 
attempts to protect their son in

a different way. But Streep's 
doctor comes across as ineffec- 
tive and Neeson’s sculptor 
seems to lack any semblance of 
sensitivity. 

It is Edward Furlong who 
takes the most risks with his 
performance, and is the most 
effective on screen because of it. 
He plays the accused murderer 
as if he is shell-shocked, almost 
catatonic. As he begins to thaw 
out, it is his observations about 
the family, and that gray area 
between right and wrong, that 
provide the most insight and 
have the most impact. 


Director Barbet Schroeder 
offers sharp observations about 
the American judicial system, 
especially when defense attor- 
ney Alfred Molina makes it 
clear that it is perceived inno- 
cence that is most important, 
not an actual lack of culpability. 
Schroeder also picks at the emo- 
tional scabs in American soci- 
ety, revealing an unmistakable 
rift between the classes. 


However, a softening of the 
novel by Rosellen Brown under- 
mines much of the film’s focus, 
as two major points have been 
changed, points that greatly 
weaken the film’s structure. The 
actual murder and the outcome 
are both altered, leaving the 
film rich with meaty perfor- 
mances that have no place to 
go. There is still a thought-pro- 
voking drama, but it is not what 
it could have been. 


Even if the film waivers emo- 
tionally, it never ceases to be a 
visual treat, capturing the beau- 
ty of Western Massachusetts 
and the small town atmosphere 
integral to this tale of personal 
responsibility.
